DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1 -1 4 and 24-27 in the reply filed on 
7/1 5/2004 is acknowledged. Because the applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 818.03(a)). 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 15,16,21,22,23,28 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Gayla Industries, Inc. website (herein referred to as Gayla). 
Gayla disclose a kite comprising a fuselage at least one wing portion and a 
propeller system couple to said at least one win, plural blade portions separably 
coupled to each other to define a rotating member having a common aperture, a 
support attached to said wing portion and an axel extending through aperture, 
(see Step 7 and step 10). Gayla further disclose a base portion coupling said 
support to at least one wing portion, wherein said axel comprising a post portion 
and one or more retaining member retaining said axel through said common 
aperture, wherein said support comprise a circular base and a transverse support 
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portion cxjnnected to said base (see cowling) said support portion defining a 
support aperture registered with said common aperture for receiving said axle in 
rotating member mounting condition, in which support portion and said base 
snap together. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 7-20.29-32,34-37 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gayla in view of Callahan (3,814,431 ). Callahan discloses a 
toy blade system having an axel and an interlocking fit. It would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to use the interlocking blade configure of Callahan during the 
construction/manufacturing of Gayla's propeller for quick assembly and 
disassembly. Gayla in view of Callahan disclose bladed portions having a 
friction, cooperating, and interference fit, whereby they can be easily separated, 
wherein the interfitting structure has grooves for the friction fit, wherein each 
blade portion is identical and has an interlocking structure comprising alternating 
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lands and grooves arranged to inter-fit when said blade portion as assembled 
together in angularity offset relations, (see Figure 2 to Callahan).
